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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of clauns 36 to 40 
non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 36-40 have been cancelled.

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 2 recites, inter alia, a plurality of terminal pins molded within the side wall, each of 
the pins extending through the side wall and having a solder post with an end upon which the 
wires from the transformer are respectively wrapped and soldered thereon, each of the post ends 
extending beyond the bottom end of the side wall 

Claim 10 recites, inter alia, a plurarity of terminals pins molded within the package, each 
of the pins having a solder post with and end upon which the wires from the transformers are 
respectively wrapped and soldered thereon, the solder post ends extending beyond the bottom 
end of the side wall to a position above the foot seating plane. 

Claim 1 9 recites, inter alia, a plurality of terminal pins molded within the package, each 
of the pins having a solder post with an end upon which the wires from the transformer are 
respectively wrapped and soldered thereon, each of the solder post extending into and 
terminating with the gap. 
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Claim 27 recites, inter alia, a plurality of terminal pins within and extending from the 
bottom of the package, each of the pins extending through the side wall and having a solder post 
with an end upon which the wires from the transformers are respectively wrapped and soldered 
thereon. 

The references of record do not teach or suggest the aforementioned limitation, nor would 
it be obvious to modify those references to include such limitation.
